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Hi Charlotte and Bruce, 

Bruce, It was nice to talk to you today. My team did meet this morning and we determined 
the following about your specific questions: 

On instructional time: Consistent with our treatment of other districts who experience 
"closings deemed by the board to be necessary for the health, safety, or welfare of pupils", we 
can work with districts to confirm how much under the instructional hour requirements the 
district is and then ask the district to determine if there are reasonable adjustments they can 
make to their calendar/bell schedule to come into compliance with the required hours. If that 
is not possible (which could be the case this late in the school year), the district can request a 
waiver. This is done by submitting a letter to Jennifer Okes at CDE via email at 
Okes_J(5)cde.state.co.us). 

You asked if this impacts funding: There is no impact on funding. The funding requirements 
are based upon the number of scheduled hours in the first half of the school year. 

You also asked about the impact on any graduating seniors: We believe you can treat this in 
the way that makes sense to your district. The graduation requirements is a local board 
decision and therefore there is no impact which would involve CDE. You can determine what 
would be required of graduating seniors and ensure that you implement this policy with 
transparency and consistency across the district with your current graduating seniors. 

I will keep working with my team to see if there is other advice we have for you at this time. If 
you have other questions that came up—please don't hesitate to shoot those my way. 

Hang in there, I know this is a challenging time.
